HERE As in and by ene Att paſſed in this King- 
dom in the Tenth Year of Majeſty's Reign, 
Intituled, An Act foz refozming Abuſes in making 
of Butter-Caſk, and pzeventing of Falſe packing 
of Butter, It is amongſt other things Enafted in 
theſe words (viz.) That from and after the 25th 
day of March, 1698. Mo Cooper noz other perſon 
whatſoever in this Kingdom of Ireland, ſhall at 
any time pꝛelume to Make oz cauſe to be Made. 
any Butter-Caſk whatſoever fo: Dale, but ſuch 
| only as ſhall be made of Sound, Dy and well 

Seaſoned Timber, accozding to the ſcveral Gages 
and Weights herein after mentioned, and known by the ſeveral Names fol- 
lowing (that is to ſay) The Firkin, half Barrel, Thick quarter Barrels 
and Barrel: And that every Firkin do and ſhall contain Two quarters of 
an Hundzed, at Five-\coze and twelve pounds to the Hund:ed Neat, beſides 
the Tare of the Caſk, and not teſs, of god and Merchantable Butter, and 
that Cask not to weigh above Ten pounds, and to contain and hold Seaven 
Gallons. And every half Barrel do and ſhall contain One hund:ed weight 
Neat, at Five-ſcoze and twelve pounds to the Hundzed, and not leſs, of god 
and Merchantable Butter, beſides the weight of the Caſk. and the Caſk not 
to weigh above Twenty pounds, and to meaſure Fourteen Gallons, And 
every Thie quarter Barrel do and ſhall contain One hundzed and two quar⸗ 
ters Neat, at Fivc-\co:e and twelve pounds to the Hundzed, beſides the 
weight of the Caſli, and not leſs, of god and Perchantable Butter, and the 
Caſk not to weigh above Thirty 2 and to mealure Twenty one Gal⸗

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lons. And every Barrel do and ſhall contain Two hund:ed weight Neat, 
at Five-ſcoze and twelve pounds to the Hundzed, beſides the weight of the 
Caſk, and not leſs, of god and ntable Butter, and the Caſk not to 
weigh above Fo2ty pounds, and to meaſure Twenty eight Gallons. And 
that ebery ſach Caſk hereaiter to de Made, ſhall be Made with Thze Hops on 
each Quarter, to be ſet on with Twigs oz ſufficiently Notchcd. and have 
Two Heads to be put into Riggles and made eight, (e as to hold:Pickle, aud 
that no Cap heads be hereafter made foꝛ any ſuch Caſk to be Erpoled ts Dale, 
as afo:eſaid.

And whereas We the Lords Juſtices and Council, upon conſideration of the 
reat arid general good, the due obſervance of the ſaid law would be to this Kingdom 
by Our Proclamation dated at the Council-Chamber the Seaventeenthi bf 
April laſt, not only Require all His Majeſty's Subjects in this Kingdom to Confotm 
| themſelves to the ſaid Sratute in all parts and under the Penalties in the ſaid Act 
mentioned againſt ſuch as ſhould Offend therein; but alſo thereby Required all 
the Officers of his Majeſty's Revenue in this Kingdom, in the ſeveral Ports and dl 
Mayors, Juſtices of the Peace, and other Magiſtrates and Officers to take care in 
their ſeveral and reſpective places, to put the ſaid Law into due execution, as by 
the ſame doth and may appear. Since which time We have received farther 
Information, that by the negligence or connivance of the ſeveral Magiſtrates in 
.their reſpective Juriſdictions, and of the Officers of His Majeſty's Revenue in the 
ſeveral Ports in this Kingdom and Merchants and others concerned in the Trade of 


Butter the ſaid Law is not put into Execution or obſerv as the ſame was intended,
